EMANCIPATION DAY. 


August 1 of each year is celebrated 
by the colored people of America as 
Bmancipation day. 
The celebration Is 
always as happy as those held on the 
day of jubilee among: the ancients. 


The celebration this yeai', however, 
has a signiticauce greater than that 
usually attached to it. Today the 
United States is engaged in another 
war of liberation. 
The ([uestion forces 
itself forward, do these wars payV 


The civil war, as everyone knows, 
was brought about because several 
states seceded from the union. The 
states seceded because the north was 
making war upon the slave tralllc, so 
really the only point at issue was 
whether the black race should be slave 
or free. That was what the war was 
about. There were many who fought 
—and more who remained at home— 
who persistently declared tliat 
the 
colored race was not worth the price. 
The development of the race in the last 
thirty years has made them active and 
intelligent citizens and no one now will 
say that their liberty was too dearly 
purchased. 


In the present war—a war for liber­ 
ating the Cubans from a bondage worse 
than the slave of the south—the argu­ 
ment of thirty years ago is raised— 
that those being fought for arc not 
worth the cost. 
In thirty years from 
now the Cubans will probably show an 
advancement in civilization and in 
character equal to those who were 
slaves thirty years ago. 


The war of 1861-*55 was worth its 
cost. Time will show that the saorilice 
of 1808 was not to poor account. 


In the death of Prince Bismarck 
Germany has lost the statesman who is 
responsible for the greatness and the 
strength of the German empire. His 
stern ways were not the ways of peace 
aid his heart was too htud to give 
room for compassioii or know mercy 
He believed in the “divine right of 
kings” and cared not for, individual 
liberty. While the Blsiuarok the ( Jer- 
man and the world knew was a severe 
tyrant, there must have been another 
and an unseen side to the great war­ 
rior and statesman, for much of good 
came to the German empire through 
bis life. No doubt the great chancelloi* 
»aw ahead the result of his sometimes 
relentless policy.

The 
natives are fast joining his array and 
supplying the Americans with provi­ 
sions. Perhaps if Miles had gone to 
Santiago there would have been no jar 
between the Cubans and the Americans.

BISMARCK'S EARLY CAREER. 


D aredevil litudeiit. Court l(«>|iort<«r, Legi»- 
liit(»r, l¿iiibttiiNiul«>r. 


There was little promise of u brilliant 
career in the j'outh of O tto vou Bismarck. 
By a Htntnge irony of fate ho was born on 
April Fool s day at Schoeuhausen, the 
lioilieof his ancestors, in 1815, 
A t the age 
Ot 0 he was sent to a boarding school at 
Herlin, and when 12 years olii he was re 
moved totliegym nasium , or public classical 
■ chool, and reutained live years in such in 
M itiitions. 


A t G ottingen university, w hither he was 
•en t from the Berlin schools, young Bis 
ipnrck w'asa typical specimen of the reek 
iess. daredevil student, 
ile was tIuMi ‘i 
tJiJI, slim, p<ile facet! youth, active and 
lioaltby enough, but w ith liiile sign of the 
broad shouldered, stalw art m an lie after 
fran i liecume.

w ent to the University of Berlin, where he

Appointeil Huscultator, or ollicial reporter,

irting and law’ was enough for Bismarck 
e resigned his position, and after tnivi*! 
lu g several nionths ho seitleil tlown to the 
life of tt pi#!tical farm er on th e family es 
tates 


In 1847 he was wudtled to the Kraulein 
Johanuii Kretleriea C harlotte I’uttkam er 
The m arriage proved a unii>n w ith o u i.a 
flaw 
It steadied the im petuous y«iuii!4 
U erm an, brought him for the U rsttim e taee 
ilo face with the serious business uf life ami 
w as the turning point of his great career. 


Soon after his m arriage liism arek was 
o ia d e a m em ber oí the i’'ranklort diet. 
At 
llh at tim e Germany was eomposed of loose 
lly organi/.inl states and had little intUienee 
jln Kuro|)eau alVairs. The revolution of isjs 
tnfuseil new hopes into the hearts uf the 
people. 
Itaciical ideas were spreading an<l 
tl^e occupants of thrones trem bled tur tlieir 
aafety 
It did not take Bismarck long to 
decide which side he should lake, 
lie ua.s 
« Arm believer in the divine right of kings 
lie inherited intense contení|)t fot the peo 
pie as a factor of governnienial power 
' 
The sw ift rising current of demoeraey 
ithrCHtened to engulf his beloved 1‘russia 
-Frederick W illiam granted a constiiiitiun, 
|«nd a deputation from the new uational 
‘prtrliam ent oÜered him the imperial crown 
Of Gemutny 
But with the tradiiional dis 
jdaiu of his race the king was not dispt)seil 
to ftccept honor at the hanils of the people 
JBmpire derived from that source was »le 


the part of roretgn powers. 


Prom tha bund of Frankfort« where he 
had shown marked ability as a diplomat. 
Bismarck was sent as embassador to St. 
Petersburg, where be was retained until 
18(M. Then W illiam I succeeded to the 
throne of Prtissia, and he rt*tumed to Ber 
tin as the head of the ininistry, filled w ith 
misgivings as i o th e vanities and vexations 
of tiie world, w ith the great plan of Ger­ 
man unification taking shape in his raa.ssive 
brain. 


A MAN OF BLOOD AND IRON. 


The C areer of IliNiiiarck, tli« P rim e iMItii»* 
te r nnd it(‘»l llu lv r of Kiiropu. 


it was in 1601 when W illiam I of i^russia 
recalled O tto von Bismarck from tlie court 
of St. Peter.sburg to fill the post of premier 
at Berlin th a t he was made a count. 
Me 
was at th at tim e the be.st hated man in the 
kingdom, and the Liberals regarded his 
appointm ent as a direct menace to their 
aims, 
People u.se(i to spit upon the ground 
Hs he passed to show their dislike, he was 
hissed and hooted on the stret-ts. 
But he 
persevered in his stern policy, and those 
who hooted and his.sed and spat in his 
tracks were loudest in his praise when the 
trium ph of the Prussian arm s gave m aterial 
evidence of his far.seeing sagacity an<l gen 
ius. 


The Schlesw'ig-Holstein w ar was the first 
«erious te.st of his policy. 
It was a six 
m onths' cam paign undertaken by A ustria 
and Prussia to wrest the tw o duchies from 
Denmark on the pretense of broken en 
gagements. 
Denmark was hesiten easily 
enough, and the allies were soon haggling 
over the spoils. 
There was no alternative 
but to light one another, and then com 
menced th a t fierce struggle, entling with 
Sadowa on July 2, ISíM», which blotted out 
the m ilitary glory of A ustria and added im 
perishable fame to the I^ru.ssian eagles. 


In his great plans for German unity Bis 
m arck had a strong coadjutor in V’on 
Moltke. 
Bismarck pulled the strings of 
continental politic.s, arranging the puppets 
to su it his im perious fancy; Von Moltke, 
with the sam e stern eye to Pru.ssian ag 
grandizem ent, mapped out future cam 
paigns and drilled and disciplined the arm y 
until it was the m ost perfect death de.iling 
machine of tlie age. 
For several years Bis 
marck devoted him self to the consolidation 
of the North Germ an confeileration. 


Napoleon looked on with a jealous eye. 
The Au.strian cam paign had rai.sed Pru.ssia 
to one of the m ighty powers of i^urope. lie 
had failed in his projected role of arbitrator 
and was fillwi with anxiety as to the futur** 
Not only was Ids per.sonal pride hurt by 
Bism arck's refusal to let him in at the 
death, but he persuaded himself tim t France 
had been in.sulted and th a t her prestige 
was threatened liy Pru.ssia’s succes.s. 
11 is 
m ortillcatioo spread to the people, and a 
bitter hatretl sj)rang up between the na 
tioiLH. 
The public journals gave voice to 
his sentim ent, and when the) (piestion of the 
Spanish succe.ssion was cunningly contrivc*«l 
by Bismarck to give mortiil olTeiisu to 
France Napoleon had the nation at his 
back, and the ha.sty declaration of war was 
greeted with wild acclaim. 


W ith the re.suIt of the memorable coti 
flict between France and Pru.ssia all the 
world is fam iliar. 
Paris wa.s besieged anti 
fell after a prolongetl struggle, anil the 
Germ an empire, of which W illiam of Prus­ 
sia v,as declaretl em peror, was prtxrlaimed 
ijj the pnUice of VepaUlea. 
Thg titile of 
I^rince BIsmarcK Schoeniiatlseii, chancellor 
of the Gernuin empire, was conferred upon 
him a t the close of the Franco-Prussian war. 


Pisuuirck’s fame was now at its zenith. 
Recognized everywhere as the diplom atic 
giant of the century, he was really the 
m ainspring and ruler of united Germany 
The emperor was as clay in hia hands. 
W hile protesting the utm ost loyalty and 
obetlience, Bism arck coolly regulated Wil 
liam ’s contluct in th e aliairs of state for the 
general gotxl and consoliilation of the eni 
pire. 
It seemetl meet th at it should bo so 
W ith all his virtues, the kaiser's hantl was 
not steady enough nor his mint! strong or 
broail enough to tUrect the ship of state in 
safety through the political breakers. 
Bis 
uiarck, wlio mappetl out its ctnir.se toward 
uniticatitai, wius neetletl to keep a ilrm hold 
on th e helm and steer itam itl the rocks and 
shoals which at tim es threatened danger 
anti destruction 


For 20 yt*ars he ruled the empire with a 
roti of iron. Me was the sam e forceful char 
acter th at kept the Pru.ssian parlinment 
in hot w ater when W'illiam ascended the 
throne. 
Me roaretl anti bullied and blus 
tertitl till the nation reverberated in sym 
pathy. Now’ he was fighting the ultram on 
tanes with all his noisy vigor; again he 
would force rough 
measures tlown the 
throats of clam orous socialist.s. 
A m id all 
the tippo.sition at home lie kept a w atchful 
eye on the rest of Kurope, cem enting the 
various interests of the new empire together 
and tlevelo|)ing the commercial and mili 
Uu’y i-esources of th e fatherland. 
Mis .sec 
ontl great object was to preserve the peace 
of Kurope, which he tlid by increasing the 
ellieiency of the German arm y and forming 
the famous triple alliance between (Jer- 
many, A ustria and Italy as a safeguard 
against French aggression and Hu.ssiiui en 
crtiachment. 


B ut as the years went by the despisetl 
people began to m ake Lhemselvt‘s felt. The 
exce.ssive m ilitarism which Bism arck’s pol 
icy rendered necessary laiti immense bur 
dens upon the workmen. 
Socialism took a 
firmer root am ong the tlisalíected. m utter 
ings of ilist:oiitent became prevalent, anti 
the Iron Chancellor found his power on the 
wano. 
Me was loath to adm it the fact and 
preservetl a l>oid front. T hetleaihof Kaiser 
W illiam brtiuuht him face tu face w ith the 
Btern truth th at uiiK-.'.s som ething unusual 
occurred his inlluence in the empire would 
spesxiily end.

•pised by a man who claimed his authority 
direct from Goti. 
The otVer was rejected.

BISMAHCK’S HOUSE. 


The measures be atlopted to preserve his 
authority were not such as to commend 
themselves to nuuikind. 
Crown Prince 
Frederick and 
Bismarck 
imd 
i)een at 
swords* points for years. Bism arck had op 
posetl Frederick’s m arriage to Victoria, eld 
est daughter of the queen of England 
After the marriage he lost no opportunity 
to aimoy the princess. He seemed inspiretl 
with unreaaooing hntred tdward her, and 
be took AQ especial delight to turning the 


tm m . u 


was OD thia' boy, afterward Emperor WU* 
'iam 11, that Bismarck depended for a con- 
tinuanoe of hit power. Frederick had un 
incurable malady, and when he succeeded 
to the throne in March, 1888, his death was 
only a question of a very short time. 


The people expectetl a great deal from 
Frederick, who was liberal and progressive 
in his ideas. 
They viewed w ith dism ay the 
rapid progrt'ss of his fatal malady. 
They 
witncssetl with anger whU h could scarce 
be repressed the evil in!!ueiiceof Biian.-iirk 
upon the cnnvn prince. 
.-Vs soon im the 
breath W'as out of I' retlerick’s body Bis 
m arck had the palace surrountled with 
troops and orders is.sued th at no one should 
be allowed to leave until .search wjis made 
for the dead m an’s diary. 


W hat followed is fresh in the m inds of 
all readers of curretit history. 
The em 
pre.ss, altliough batlgered and bullietl to the 
lim it of endurance, managed to .secure her 
husband’s papers. “ We shall have no more 
petticoats m eddling in politics now!” was 
the trium phant cry of the Iron Chancellor 
as the m arks of estrangem ent between the 
em peror anti his m other became more and 
more apparent, 
liism arek foresaw a new 
lease of power for himself. 
Me believed he 
had the unnatural young kaiser completely 
under his thum b, but he was destined to be 
rudely aw akened from his fond drejim. 


For a tim e everything seemed to favor 
him. 
The English governm ent, cowed by 
the overm astering influence of the domi 
neering prince, was afraid to re.sent the in 
suits to the daughter of the tiueen. 
Wit 
liam him self was hated and tle.spised bj' the 
B ritish public tor I. is tinnatural coiuluct. 
B ut the young man was not altogether bad. 
Bism arck’s melhotls atul m anner p:illetl 
upon him. 
Me w;is as little inclined to .sub­ 
mit to dictation as the chancellor w a s to 
foregt"» it. 
The weight of the crown intlatwl 
his self esteem. Me felt his own im portance 
as the ruler of the great G enuan emi)ire 
and tpiietly intim ated to Bisnuirck that 
much of his advice and meddling was too 
oiricious to suit his im perial pleasure. 
The 
chancellor was astonishetl and for the first 
tim e in his career fotind himself a pleader 
for favor 
W illiam was obdurate and per 
sistetl in having his own way, and lii.s^ 
m arck subm ittetl to the inevitable w ith as 
much grjice as he could summon. 


A t this juncture grave doubt.s were 
throw n upon Bisniiirck’s real jiart in or 
gani/ing the new empire. 
E xtracts from 
Fretierick’s tliary, wiiich Bismarck had 
tried in vjiin to .secure, were publishetl and 
causetl a profountl sensation in Kurope. 
They fiutly tleclaretl th at liism arek was tip 
posetl to theTtJundiiigof the empire; th a ta t 
the clo.se of the. Franco-Prussian w ar W il­ 
liam, who was then 73 years t»ld, insisted 
that the title of king of Prussia was in 
finitely superior to emperor, and th a t the 
crown prince really carried the im perial 
project through, laboriou.sly persuading his 
hither and alm ost bullying the chancellor 
into a reluctant supiiort of it. Of course 
Bism arck could not stand idly by and see 
the laurels he had woni so long ruthle.ssly 
torn from his brow. 
Me entereil a vigorous 
denial and imjieached the authenticity of 
the tliary. 
Me w anted W illiam to order the 
prosecution of the publishei's for treason 
and tam pering w ith state secrets. 


B ut the young kai.ser was not in a com­ 
pliant mood. 
It seemed to have dawned 
upo.i him th a t he ow’ed som ething to the 
memory of hi.n father, anti th a t he should 
modify his treatm ent of his roj’al mother. 
He wtuH, moreover, in the thick of his labor 
irefonn movement, w'hich Bismarck bad op- 
po.sed tooth anti nail. 
Consequently, when 
the old chancellor got angry a t noncompli* 
ance w ith his wishes and made one of his 
blulTs a t resigning, W illiam prom ptly took 
him a t his word, and on March 18, ISIK), 
Europe was shocked by the news th a t the 
great Bismarck, th e diplom atic giant of 
the century, had severed his oflicial rela­ 
tions w ith the empii'e he fountled. 


Every possible rum or followetl him into 
retirem ent. 
It was .saitl th at he never ex­ 
pectetl the em peror to allow him to resign; 
th a t he was in a state of panic the day after 
hematlehi.H fatal blulT and hum bly begged 
the Em press Fivderick to intercede with 
her son to retain him in oilice. 
One can 
hardly im agine the bold, implacable Bi.s- 
m arck, the terror of Europe, on his knees 
before a woman whom he .sought so often 
to hum iliiite, but tiic story has elem ents of 
tru th anti has never been contrailicted. 


B ism arck’s downfall was thus almo.st as 
com plete anti pathetic as th a t of Wol.sey. 
But his tem per, unlike th at of the am bitious 
cartlinal, w'as not broken by the storm s of 
state. 
Mis retirem ent was m arked by se­ 
vere criticism of the young em peror’s pol 
icy and im prudent outbreaks of w’rath 
against old tim e rivals. 


BISMARCK’S HOME LIFE. 


As u lluiibiin«! lio Wu« a .Motlul—His Sin- 
Ifular C'uurtiihi|i. 


The tlomestic life of Bismarck was a 
.strong contra.st to his storm y political ca 
reer 
Me was devotedly attached to his 
wife anti children. 
The prince.s.s, a perfect 
picture of the German hausfrau, exerted a 
wonderful influence over the great chancel­ 
lor 
“She it is who matle niti w hat 1 am ,” 
was the testim ony ho bore to her noble tjual 
ities on more than one occasion. 


i)uring his periotls of illness, which were 
fretjuent of late years, the princes.s nursed 
him with 
untiring care. 
“As for the 
prince,” w rites one of his biographers, “he 
hastluring his life given constant proufs 
not only of true aiid honest love for the wife 
he has cho.sen aiul the chiUlren she has 
borne him, but also of tlelicate and chival 
riHis teiiderness tow ard them. 
Years have 
madu no change in this. 
Every one who 
has been adm itted into the intim acy of the 
Bismarck fam ily is able to judge of the af 
fectionate aiul at the same tim e dignified 
character of the 
relations 
between the 
prince and the princess.” 


His courtship was a singular one. 
Me 
was vei y intim ate w ith the Blanckenburg 
family, who were, in a way, relatives, and 
one sum m er luaile w ith them a long jour 
ney for pleasure through some of the most 
picture.s(]ue portions of Germany. M. Frau 
iein P u ttk am er was of the party, and the 
ymuigcou[)le fell in love, though Bism arck 
.sek*uis not to have found it out until after 
the jut'.rney w as llnished. 
Then he w rote a 
characteri.stie letter to his sister, of which 
this is an extract:

H aving dispatched this mission, he sent 
an even more characteristic one to H err 
von P u ttk am er dem anding his d aughter’s 
hand in m arriage. 
Vow P u ttk am er and 
his gotxl wife were strongly opposed to 
the match. 
They had heard dreadful 
things about ‘^Mud B ism arck” and did 
their utmost to dissuade their daughter 
from maiTying him. After much difficultj 
he finally broke down the father’s oppi^si 
lion, but the mother, a high epirited worn 
tu, wM obduriite. 


but lt„.wat dêdded to invité him topaf 
the faoiily ft visit. The Pattkanien were 
itaid, simple folk, and determined that 
since they must have this strange fellow 
for a 8on-in>law they would receive him 
well. So they invited a compaiiy to be 
present when he arrived. 
He was tired 
anti travel stained as he alighted from his 
carriage and was escorted to the house, 
whe!*e a form al reception w'as prepared. 
But he had eyes only for his sweetheart, 
luui disdaining to regard her parents or 
their guests he rushed up to her as she 
stood at one sitie with dow'ucast eyes, and 
throw ing his arm s about her neck nearly 
smothered her w ith kisses. 
This of course 
broke up all form ality and probably had 
much to do w ith the final overcoming of 
all traces of opposition. 


The m arriage took place in 1847, and the 
young couple made a short wetUling tour 
through Sw itzerland and Italy. A t Venice 
Bismarck acciilentally met K ing Frederick 
W illiam IV of Prussia. 
Ht» wnis com­ 
manded to attend the royal tlinner table, 
and a long conversation ensueti between 
him ami the king on Germ an jiolitics. The 
foundation of his political fortune was 
mtule in this conver.sation. 


Bismarck was taken unaw’ares by the 
royal invitation. 
Me was totally unpre­ 
pared for such a contingency and Inul no 
sourt tlre.ss w ith him. 
Me was obliged to 
borrow one, b u t t he suit w as not made for 
a man of his proiiortions anti fitted him so 
badly th at he cut a poor figure. 
Me had 
been for .some m onths previously a mem 
ber of the F rankfort diet. 
This meeting 
with the king eventually letl to his ap- 
)ointm ent as Pru.ssian em bassatlor to that 
tiy. 
Few who knew’ the wild life Bismarck 
hatl letl expectetl ho would m ake a succe.ss 
of this mission. 
But he had seen a great 
deal o( the world and had bidtlen atlieii 
to the follies of his youth. 
He de-scrihed 
the change him.self by sim ply saying, “ 1 
have learnetl som ething.” 


Three chiklnm were born to the Bis­ 
m arcks—M arie, born atSchoenhausen Aug. 
21, 18-18; H erbert, born at lit*rlin Dec. 28, 
1S4Î», and W illiam , born at F rankfort Aug. 
I, IS52. 


D uring all his lifelii.smarck usetl to write 
long aiul ailectionate letters to his wife 
whenever he was away from her. 
Some 
most charm ing thoughts w'ere sometimes 
expressetl in the.se 
mi.ssive.s. 
When in 
Frankfort, where the Thurn and Taxis p(»s 
tal system was in vogue, he hatl to write to 
her cautioning her to be careful w hat she 
saitl. 
“ Do not forget when you w rite to 
me,” he w rote, “th at your letters are not 
only reatl by me, but by all sorts t*f po.stof 
fice spie.s.” 


Of Bi.smarck’s daily life a t Vargin Dr. 
Busch wrote a few years before the prince’s 
death; 


“The prince rises late anti sits down to 
breakfa.stat 10. 
Mo usually begins by tak ­ 
ing a gla.sH of m ilk, tme or tw o cups of cof­ 
fee, toast anti tw o soft boiletl eggs. During 
breakfast all oilicial letters and telegram s 
are read and disposetl of 
Then he trans*

acts busine.ss with farmei-s, bailiiTs and 
W’ootlmeu. 
Between 1 and 2 he tlrives or 
rides over his estate to Iciik a t a new farm 
building, a young pl iinaiion or the prog 
re.ss of fieltl work; to l< <u at tlm fishing in 
one of the pontls or to vi>it h is paper mills. 
The dinner hour is fi::«». when the chancel 
lor alw ays feetls his two d(i;^s wiili his own 
hand.s.

Were responsible for half the mischief per­ 
petrated by the Gottingen students.

A serious dilTerence between tw o of the 
dueling .soeietie.s. which tleveloped into a 
feuti 
involving 
the 
entire 
university, 
brought the attention of the autlm rities to 
the nature of the societies, and a shower ttf 
l»unishments

Of couiNe Bis­ 
m arck, who led one t»f the two factious in 
to which the .stutlents had become tlivi»led, 
came in for his share. 
Me was imprisonetl 
for three tlays for having been present at a 
duel, and four for being a nu*mber of an 
illegal iirganization. Notwit hstantling Bis- 
luarck’s many duels hecarrietl away from 
the utiiversity l»ut one scar as the result tif 
a won ml. 
In this he was u u mi* fortunate 
than m ost of G ottingen’s students in those 
days. 
It was n o tâ t all unusual ft»r their 
faces to be frightfully and perm anently 
disfigured by sword cuts. 


BISMARCK AS A SPEAKER. 


ItU iuarck’M Turbiiloiit I'ZxiKtuiiuo U’bilf) nt

D uring his stiulent days a t Gottingen 
Bismarck was one of the w'ihlest of the 
wilti. 
Me drunk anti fought and rtiistered 
anti he smoketi ince.ssautly. 
Still he w a' 
not an idle studtuit. 
T hanks to his iron 
constitution, he was able, w ith all hisdissi 
pation. to give some attention to tia* h‘C 
ture.s. 
Me ro.se with the lark, for he had to 
be at the lecture room before 7 o’clock in 
the m orning to li.sten to Meeren on history 
and ethnography 
An hour later he gave 
ear to W endt on logic ant] metaphysics 
A fter th at canie an hour w ith a fencing 
m aster, and then Hugo on jurisprudence 
and Goschen on some other intricate topic 
Dinner followed, and then m athem atics un 
tier Thibaut. 
An hour or tw o of hard ivatl 
ing concliuletl the work of thetiay, and then 
came plaj'—anti such playl 


The recreations of the G ottingen stu 
tlents in those days were not gentle. 
Duels 
were fre(pient, and the college fraternities 
were in fact little else than drinking ami 
tluelling soeietie.s. 
Bism arck in his second 
term was the leading m em ber of the Han 
novera, the leading fraternity of the lime 
in G ottingen, though it m ay be said to his 
cretlit th at his sagacity and acutene.ss had 
as much to do with his leadership as his 
capacity as a drinker and bis power as a 
swortlsuiau. 


It is statetl th a t he fought at iea.st ¡50 
duels, though there are detaiietl records of 
only four. One of them , siugulurly enough, 
w'os w'ith V /intlthorst, who, in the stormy 
days of Bism arck’s power as a politician. 
WOÜ one of his strongest opponents. Ap 
parently the authorities dul not learn of 
any of B ism arck’s contests, for, though the 
oöicial records show that he was punished 
four times, none of these puwisbment» was 
for fighting. 
^ 


His first pumsbment was for officiating 
in a secondary capacity in a duel between 
fin KnglisbmAn named Knight and a cer 
tain Baron von Grabow. There had been 
trouble between these two at a ball, and a 
flght with pistols was arranged for the fol

Bisnuirck wiu« not a t all a smooth, grace^ 
ful orator, but w’hen it was announcetl in 
his tlays of pow’er th a t he was about to 
m ake an im portant speech all Europe heltl 
its breath 
lli** voice wa“ f>«*ru1lnr, high 
pitchetl aiul not \ery ptiweiiui. 
it w’as by 
some spoken of as a thin voice, but th a t ex* 
pres.ses only one of its tiualities. It was tho 
voice of a young m an, anti one hearing it 
for the first tim e w ithout seeing the speak­ 
er could hartlly Indieve th a t a person long 
piiKt mitltlle age wjis talking. 
A poetically 
incliniHl w riter once likem ti his speech to 
a fore.st stream running t>ver stones and 
root.s. 
A more scieut ific observer tlescribetl 
it in this way; 


“1 think I know a l>etter though a rather 
technicjil comparison—namely, his speech 
is like t|uicksilver tlrawn tint. Take a drtip 
of f|uickstlver containing some leatl or/.inc. 
put it on a pane of gia.ss and hold It shinv 
ingly. 
The drop swells and rtill.s, but pres­ 
ently It slops, become.s thinner ami longer, 
rem ains Immovable fo ra miitnent, gathers 
new strength to flow, becomes tliin once 
again, anti so forth. 
Thus it was w ith tho 
cluincellor's wortl.s—ftr.st, if a .sentence came 
out, then he hesilatetl, stopped or uttered 
a sliort, inarticulate soutal anti w ent on 
again. It was alw ays eviilent th at to speak 
was a physical exertion, hut even when in 
first rate fta*m ho tlid not talk fluent ly.” 
Close tjb.servation diselo.sed the f.ict th at 
th e rea.son for all this was th at the form of 
his speech wiis always improvised on the 
spur of the moment; that, unlike many ex 
temporaiieous speakers, he tlid nt)t use the 
first expres.sion coming into his m ind, but 
while uttering the first half of a sentence 
he was thinking how to shape the secontl 
lialf in ortler tti exactly expre.ss his m ean­ 
ing. 
When m aking a j«il;e or some lighter 
rem ark, there was no hesitation, but when 
he turnetl to more serious subjects the h alt­ 
ing form of speech e.lways returnetl. 


It follows th at it was no easy task to re­ 
port his wortls. 
Even the oilicial stenog­ 
raphers u.sed often to triji on his words, and 
befiire their work was passed Bismarck 
uhvay> per.sonally revi.sed it. 


I iiiriug a debate he u.st*tl to make frequent 
notes in a coarse, scraw ling hand. 
When 
attackeil by some keen opponents, lie grew 
nervous and shifteil in his seat, his pen 
shook between his lingers, and very often 
liis hand went menacingly to his swortl 
hilt, for Bismarck, while the first civil oill- 
cer in the empire, was at tho samo tim e a 
geiu'r.il of cavalry and alw ays wore his un 
dre.ss uniform in the reichstag. 


W^heu arousetl, his ebullitions of passion 
were freipjently terrible. Me was merciless 
iu retort, unsparing of persons, nt) m atter 
their age, their pensouiiJ services to himself 
or tt) the empirti. 
He po.s.se.s.setl a caustic 
hum or w'hich he usetl with great eflect. A 
m aster of invective, his coarseness of speech 
very often tlefealetl his own object. 
One 
of his countrym en speaking on this point 
di'scribed him as “ an A chilles in courage, 
he is a Thersite in ilebate as often as the 
candid censure of friends or the vicious 
tau n ts of foes goati him into the loss of his 
tem per.”

llUmavck*), taiit Interview WHU tho Eu»» 
pi^rur Was »lost Urauuitic;, 
it W’as at 8 a. ni. on Saturday, .March 15. 
1890, before he w'as yet out of bed. tluit Bis­ 
m arck W'as notified th a t the empiM-or was 
w aiting to see him in Count llej-bert Bi.s- 
m arck’s apartm ents in the oflii;e of the sec­ 
retary of state. 
As soon as the prince en­ 
tered there was an outbui-st of imperial 
w rath. 
Bismarck was upbraidetl bt‘cau.se 
the m inisters w'ere not allowed to rt'poi t 
d ir ^ t to the em peror and liecause of oppo­ 
sition to his nuijesty’s policy regarding the 
labor problem, 
lu vain did the chancellor 
defend himself on the score th at it was law 
th a t the m inisters should not report direct, 
and that concerning the labor problem i t 
trould be well not to be too precipitate— 
that certain roodillcations of tbe imperial 
programme might be wise^ 
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**Ko, no; no modtfloAttonB,** interrnpted 
the emiMror. 
w lih m y o id e n to be o m** 
rled out just m I give them.'* 


The severity o f th is expression o f his w ill 
at last exhausted the prince’s calmness. 
think I can perceive that m y services are 
not fortunate enough to please your iimjes 
ty ,” he said, “and thut some t hotighls ex 
1st of getttng rid of m e.” The emperor here 
made an assenting gesture. 


Then Bismarck pleiided—think of Bis­ 
marck pleatliugl—to be allowetl to i*emain 
In office until May in order to be able to de­ 
fend that year’s m ilitary bill, l)ut to no 
avail. 
“No, no,” wtvs the emperor’s con 
stant and only reply, and when Bismarck 
ceased speaking and stood w ith bowed 
head his niHKter began again and took him 
to task for lioldiiig conferences w ith Wind 
thorst. 
Tliis angered Bismarck greatly, 
and he replied with much hwit, charging 
theemi>eror with p ulling spies on his truck 
“It Is iny right," said Bismarck “to liave 
comtminication witii skilled 
politicians, 
whetiier they be members of parlianietit or 
not, and nobody, no^ even your majesty, 
w ill be able to prevent mo from doin« so.’’ 
After these words, spoken in the greatest 
excitenieut, the emperor di.smisscd 
ihe 
chancellor w ith a sim ple m ovenieut of tlu* 
head. 


A few days iater—MurehyO—th e e x chan 
cellor m ade his ex it froni the scene of his 
trium phs, little d o u btin g pruhubly that he 
w ould soon be recalled. 
He liad already 
taken leave of all th e royal princes, but 
there remained one m em ber of the Ilohen 
Kollern fam ily to w h om he owetl a farewell 
— Emperor-lving W illiam I, now lying in 
m arble state beside hi.^ royal parents in liie 
mau.soleum at CharlottenburK 
'l'hilhet 
Bi.smarck drove, and alone lie enien*d the 
tomb. 
By the Bide of the sai’cophaj^ns he 
knelt, and on It.s lid he laid a few ro-^es 
Then he w ent aw ay a.s silently an la* liad 
come. 
There slill renuiined the leaveiak 
ing w ith the Berlin populace. 
It was a 
m ost impr<*.s.sive one. A corn-spondent says 
of his prugie.ss throiigh the Ktreets to the 
railway .stal ion, where he w as to la k e the 
train for Friedriehsruhe: 


“A s if the futieral of som e great and 
deeply mourned man were ufoot, Berlin had 
p o u n d out all the be.'it elem ents in il.s pop 
Illation to Weep and w ildly wave iheii liai.« 
and liandkerehiefs, to scat 1er ilowtTs nnd 
to struggle to sh ak e ami kiss the hand ol 
the man who w as about to pas.s from their 
m idst and be h)st to iliem .’* 


It w as only w ith tho gn-ate.si difllculty

It is sm all womler if the 
prince wjus aiTect» d. and when in the inter 
vais of the cheering the c’rowds struck up 
“The W atch on ih e Hhine" he really lool;e(i 
a.s if for the tirst tinie in his well poiseil lif»* 
he had lost his head 
W hen at la>l tlu*

was frantic 
Then the crowd m elted away. an«i Bis 
m.'uck. as tlu- central (igure of Kurojie. was

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Bisnuirek became very bitter towar<l the 
yoiuig emp»*rctr w ho accepted his résigna 
tion. 
"I pity llie young tnan." be said

The prince w as fre(|uently disposed to 
snni up his life work in a sorrowful strain

h;!ppyl” he once s;iid 
“ But for m e three 
g n a t wars wt>uld never have taken place 
fcO.iHHt nien w ould not have i)een killed in 
battle, r.ithers, mothers, brothers, sisters 
anil w ives w ould not iiave been plunged 
into misery 
1 have* settled all that with 
my eon^cii'nce and m y Creator, but I liave 
reaped very little if any happine.ss from all 
tluit I liave ilone. 
T he only th in g s it h.is 
yiehled me are various anxieties and griefs.’ 
(jieat as he was, ma.sterful and resistIc.ss, 
even cruel in hi.s metluxls, Bism arck had 
w ithal a keen hum an sym pathy and hid 
beneath his grim exterior a heart Mi>cepti 
ble to the com m on pangs of m ankind 
Bisuiiirek 
w as very fond of aninuUs. 
W hen his favorite ilog Sultan was poisoned 
in 1S77, he watehe<l beside the poor brute 
with the gnute.Ht solicitu«le 
l l is s o n Her 
bertendi-avored in vain to lead him away 
W hen the «log w as deail, the prince said; 


“'i’hose old (Jerman forefathers o f uur.«* 
hail a kind religion. 
They believed they 
would m eet again in the cele.siial hunting 
groum ls all the goial «logs that hud Ijeen 
their faithful com panions in life.

■umptiou of beer and bis hearty eating, he 
w m for m any years extrem ely stout—even 
to ohesity--duri»g hi» later life he Ui re 
ported to bAve been ilender alm ost tv 
gumtn&m. Thin b« owed to Dr. Scbwe 
nioger and tb« rigid nelf denial tbii pbysi 
fiinn induced bim to practioa 


Lotd Lytton when Tioeroy of India 
was seated one day at dinner next to a 
lady whoso name was Biroh, and who, 
though very good looking, was not over- 
intelligent. Said she to his excellency:

To the Effect That M cK inley Han Cou­ 
ncil t ml to N egotiate on Spain's 11asN— 
Spunish 
Financiers 
Approve A lm ost 
Any Proposition Loading to Peace, but 
Are W orried Over the Cost—P hilippines 
Represented as n Sort o f W hite E lephant 
to £puin. 


New York, Aug. 1.—A dispatch to The 
W orld from M adrid says: P rem ier S a ­ 
ga st. a is very confident of securing peace 
because of President M cKinley’s concil­ 
iatory disposition. He declared explicit­ 
ly th a t he has received telegram s s t a t ­ 
ing th a t the president has consented 
virtually to negotiations on the basis 
proposed by Spain. T h at m eans hostili­ 
ties are to be suspended in Cuba, the 
Philippines and P orto Rico in order to 
negotiate peace, sta rtin g from the v a n ­ 
tage ground th a t the chief—If not the 
only—object of the w a r was the recog­ 
nition of Cuban independence. 
Spain's 
foreign m inister, the Duke of Almodo­ 
var. said yesterday th a t the message 
sent to P resid en t McKinley w as by no 
m eans couched in the term s reported in 
the American dispatches, and th a t it 
does not contain a single sentence pu b­ 
lished in the M adrid papers in alleged 
ex tracts from it. 


Says Spain’« M essage Is Still a Secret. 
The duke says the m esage w as draw n 
up very correctly, and has not been 
com m unicated to the foreign powers e x ­ 
cept in the w ay of inform ing them th a t 
a step h a s been taken in the direction 
of peace. 
He declined to furnish any 
details in regard to w h at the note co n ­ 
tains, saying th a t only P resident Mc­ 
Kinley could properly do that. H e w as 
not aw a re that the president had yet 
given the docum ent or said a w ordabout 
it to Am erican or foreign correspond­ 
ents. The first persons in Spajn to e x ­ 
press an opinion on the reported condi­ 
tions of peace were the financiers and 
com m ercial men. 
In general they a p ­ 
prove alm ost an y proposition which will 
stop the w a r and an expenditure which 
is ruinous to Spanish finances. 
P rincipally A nxious About Culm's Debt. 


They say th a t the loss of Cuba and 
P orto Rico will bear heaviest on Spain’s 
export trade, the m anufacturing: and the 
shipping interests, b u t their chief a n x ­ 
iety is to know w hat will he done about 
the Cuban debts existing when the in ­ 
surrection began in ISICj and about $160.- 
000,000 gu aranteed by Spain. T hey are 
next m ost concerned about the burden 
of expenditure incurred since lS9f>, in ­ 
cluding the w a r w ith America, a m o u n t­ 
ing to $GOO,OCO,000, and the interest on 
which, like the older C uban loan, will 
have to he paid by the w retched Spanish 
taxpayers. 
The consequences of thiF 
war, they say, m ust lead to a reduction 
of the principal and interest 
on 
all 
Spain’s debts if the budgets are to b al­ 
ance. 
N evertheless they are Intensely 
pleased a t the prospect of peace.
